London, Aug. 24 — Although London la 
orowdod with visitors from tho country and 
from abroad, and in spite of the faob that 
parliament is in Bossion, socially tho metro- 
polis is virtually dead. Almoab evorybody 
who is anybody at all has flittod from this 
mazB of Btreeta and Equarea to tho country 
or seaside, to tho moorB or sands, or to con- 
tinental water oure resorta or bathing 
rendezvous. The House of Commons la 
ncglooted, oven the nowly oleoted mombere, 
proud of the honor that has roqontly fallen 
upon them, ahun the moro or Iobb aacrod 
portala of Wostuiinstor, preferring to re 
coive the congratulations of their friends in 
morn soaeonable latitudes and longitudea. 
In faofc aomo of the mombora have aotually 
left town without taking tho trouble to 
pair — a somewhab unuBual proceedinga, and 
one that may ho duo to the 

CONFinKNCE OF TIIK CONSPHVaTIVES 

In their strength and to the oonecioueneBB 
of weaknoB? upon tho part of tho Liberals. 

Tho invasion of London by tho grand 
army of well financed Americana ia about 
over for the year. Moat of tho trans- 
Atlantic visitors are on tho continent, 
homeward bound, or already aafe home, 
while others, orowda of them, are sailing 
from Southampton or Liverpool to day or 
daring tho coming week. 

Tho time of tho Houao of Commons this 
week hue been mainly occupied with the 
discussion of foreign matters, chiofly on 
points relating to Egypt, Slam and* Arme- 
nia, during which Mr. Henry M. Stanley, 
the African explorer, the now momber for 
the North Lambeth division of London in 
tho Unionist interest, made his maiden 
speech in tho houao, Mr. Stanley roao to 
this effort of his life during a dis- 
cussion of the Egyptian question, 
and strongly demanded propoaltions looking 
to an evaouation of Egyptian territory by 
the British troops. His first effort in 
Parliament was equal to his reputation, and 
contrary to the general usage on the occa- 
sion of maiden speeches there was nearly a 
full home, or it was about as full aa could 
bo considering the deserted condition of 
London. The membsra present listened to 
the new membor'B remarka with rapb atten- 
tion. His utterance was rather thick, but he 
spoke rapidly and to tho point. The oxplorer 
it was noticed, was much hurt when Mr. 
J amos Parker Smith, Unionist member for 
the Patrick division of Lanarkshire, who 
spoke on the same subject later in the day, 
intimated that Mr. Stanley was trading on 
his reputation as the explorer of Africa. 
Tho latter, subsequently, warmly repudiated 
this assertion. There were 

SOME A.MDSINO INCIDENTS 

in the Houbo of Commons during the week, 
arising out of the new members' ignorance 
of tho rules. On Thursday, for instance, a 
member walked up the floor of the House 
wearing Ilia bat while the presiding officer 
was In the chair. When he waB greeted 
with a general ory of "Order" he looked 
lnnocontly around to eoo who had offended, 
until he discovered his own mistake; then 
he was ready to collapso with embarrass- 
ment. 

Earl Cadogan, the now Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, made hla atate entry into Dub- 
lin on Thursday. He met with a moat cor- 
dial reception during his pasaago through, 
while troopa lined the streets, and hla prom- 
ise to do everything poasiblo to promote the 
interests of Ireland was well roooived. 

Baron Cast'otown, Llboral, has boon in- 
terviewed in regard to the announcement of 
hiB Intention to move a resolution in tho 
Houso of Lords, early next sobsIod, to 
abolish the oilioo of Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, and in place of that official to ap- 
point a chief under socretary for Ireland, 
and to pray the Queen to establish 
u royal roaidonco in that country. Ho 
said ho belioved such action would 
forgo olosor links to bind the two countries, 
and would give an immense impetus to the 
development of the natural resources of tho 
country and onoourago tourists to visit Ire- 
land. Thore is good reason to believe that 
tho suggoBtion will receivo favorable consid- 
eration in royal circled, and it Ib understood 
that tho ministry are not opposed to tho 
change, as tho office of

la oxponBivo and often difficult to fill. Re- 
garding tho propoaltion to establish a royal 
reoidenoo in Ireland, tho ImpreaBion pre- 
vails that ministers and others would prefer 
to seo a royal residence in tho south or west 
of Ireland, where ho would likely do moro 
good than in Dublin, which, it Is added, 
mlghb bo visited several times yearly by 
members of tho royal family. Should tho 
ohango tako place ib is proposed to oonvorb 
Dublin casblo into a museum.

Than One Gained by Violence. 

(From tho Spokane Miner.) 

The Trail Creek now enjoys (?) the dis- 
tinction of having had a genuine, boua fide 
minors' atrike. Ib aeoma that no well regu- 
lated mining camp ia considered out of Its 
swaddling clothes until it li ib passed through 
one of theae ordeals. 

Fortunately, in thla oase, tho good sense 
of the men, coupled with tho knowledge, 
evidently gained after tho strike wbb on, 
that British Columbia laws on this quoBtlon 
are a different artiole from laws on this side 
of the line— fortunately the atrlkere discov- 
ered their error in time, and one day of it, 
AuguBt 3, was enough. One of the members 
of the heretofore tronbleaomo union in the 
Cceur d'Alenea, we are informod, was at the 
bottom of the whole ill-advised strike, and 
incited the thing. But tho mistake was 
seen at onoe, and the men returned to work 
when they learned that the lawB of British 
Columbia provided for arbitration and that a 
viotory won thla way was worth muoh moro 
than one gained by violence, coercion and 
Intimidation. If there ia a just grievance, 
it will be given a thorough and complete air- 
ing before tho proper authorities. We are 
very strongly of the opinion, however, thab 
tbey will foel in regard to the strike like re- 
marking wibh tho poet : 

" Whatovor was I begun for, 
If I was to bo so aoon dono for." 

The mine ownora of Trail Creek are to be 
congratulated on tho brief and fortunate end 
of tho strike. Ib would havo been a bad 
blow for that country to have had an effect' 
ual stop put to all producing and develop- 
ing just at this stago of tho game. It is to 
bo hoped that the malcontents from tho 
minora' union of tho Cocur d'Alenea who 
may now bo employed acroaa the boundary 
lino, have learned thoir lesson, and learned 
it thoroughly. Thoy have good jobs at fair 
pay und get their money regularly. They 
should leavo well enough alono.

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BRITISH COLUMBIA FRUIT. 

ProfeBBor Fletcher Has Something to Say Con- 
cerning It— The Great Agassi/. Orchard. 

Winnipeg Tribune : Profeasor Flotoher, 
Dominion ontomologlat, returned to-day 
from hia trip to the Coaab. In British Col- 
umbia, the fruib orops are larger than they 
have evor been in the history of the prov- 
ince. If the freight arrangements were 
only suitable the growers would ahlp great 
quantities. At present, however, these ar- 
rangements are not porfooted and the fruib 
mual practically be given away. It is only 
a question of a few years until tho extent of 
the fruit industry in British Columbia aausoa 
the railroadi to prepare for It like the crop 
of California. At Agasslz the government 
experimental farm has now the distinction 
of being in ono sense the greateat 
fruib farm in tho world, Ic has more 
varieties of fruib than any other or- 
chard in the world. These run from 
peaches and aprioota up to the hardiest of 
berries and small fruits. Manager Sbarpe, of 
tho farm, han just made an interesting ex- 
periment. Up to this time ib has boon the 
custom to think that only tho valleyB were 
suitablo for cultivation and that the level 
ledges and slopes up the mountains were 
worthloBB. Mr. Sharpe has planted on these 
Blopea groupa of troca ranging from the 
valley level up a thouaaud feet, and these 
are all doing well. This will open up for 
fruib farming hundreds of thousands of 
acres that wero previously considered worth 
less, Numbers of people aro going into 
fruit farming in the Okaaagan and other 
valleys, whero irrigation can bo hid, and 
they aro meotiDg with greab success. M 
Fletcher's chief business in going to British 
Columbia waa to see if tho San Jobo scale, 
the peat of California, and tho codlln 
moth, tho apple pesb of tho whole world 
wore ab work thero. Happily for British 
Columbia, Mr. Fiotoher found neither, and 
generally speakiDg, ho found British Colum- 
bia freer from insect oueniiea than landB to 
the east and south.

To the Editoh :— In Tuesday'e issue of 
the Daily Colonist a communication op 
pears with reference to the C, 0. F. con- 
nection with the I. O. 0. F., M. C, whioh 
ia entirely misleading and would tend to 
create a false Impression. In tho first place 
the formor connection was withheld on 
accounb of the C. O. 0. F. regiatoring itself 
undor tho Ontario insurance corporation 
act, 1S02, as an eutlroly soparato organiza- 
tion, styling itself tho C. O. O. F. 

Tho Toronto district cf the I. 0. O. F., 
M. U., also registered itaolf under the Bame 
aob. At the Southampton A. M. C, 1S93, 
the directors reported that in oonscquenoe 
of tho Canadian order and the Toronto die- 
triob being registered under tho act, their 
connection with the M. U, was aevered. At 
the Northampton A. M. 0., 1S94, the 
directors reported that in consequence of 
tho power of attorney which had boon re- 
quired under the act being waived, tho 
Toronto district was reinstated in its former 
position as Toronto diBtriot, I O. F., M. 
U. Where is tho falao miare presentation as 
Btatod in tho communication? The false 
misrepresentation waa on the other aide, aB 
I will Bhow you later. Many communica- 
tions wero sent by tho C. 0. 0. F. to the 
board of dlreotors asking for a renowal of 
the connection. In November, 1894, tho 
directors passed the following resolution, 
No. 129': 

" That tho lettor from tho secretary of tho 
Canadian order, with reference to ihe 4Sch 
resolution of the April board mooting, be 
answered to the effect that the directors re- 
grot that they aro not in a position at pre- 
sent to reconsider such resolution. Bub they 
will nob fail to giva tho subject serious at- 
tention with a view of doviaing somo moans 
whereby fratornal relations may bo re-estab- 
lished." 

At the meeting of tho directors in Febru- 
ary, 1S95, they passed tho resolution. No. 
73, viz : 

That with reference to the 129th resolu 
tion of the November board meeting, and to 
the communications from the preBont G.M 
of the Canadian order addreBBed to tho 
G.M. (Mr. Diproot) und tho C.S., complain 
Ing of tne resolution 48i paasod ab the April 
board meeting, whereby the C.S. waa In- 
structed nob to forward the quarterly |jaeo- 
word to the Canadian order, resolved : hat 
suoh communications be answered to the 
effect that tho resolution 4Si of April was 
paBBed in consequenco of complaints by tho 
Toronto and Montreal districts bhab the 
Canadian order was still using tho namo of 
the ManoheBter Unity in connection with 
their society, and aleo in consequenco of tho 
complete severance of auoh society by its 
registration under the inauranoe corporation 
act, 1892, of tho provinoo of Ontario. That 
the C.S. be instructed to writs 
the secretary of the Canadian 
order requesting him to forward for 
tho consideration of tho direotors a copy of 
its rules ua so registered with a view of 
ascertaining the actual position of the 
society. The direotors cordially acoepb and 
reoiprooate tho fraternal expressions in tho 
communications received, and are desirous, 
if it can be legally done, of restoring those 
amicable arrangements between tho Cana- 
dian order and the Manchester Unity which 
existed for so many yoars to tho mutual ad- 
vantage of the members generally. On re- 
ceiving an answer to this resolution the 
direobora will ab their next meeting consider 
the whole quoation with a view of reporting 
thereon to the A M.C." 

Ab the May meeting of tho board a com- 
munication was received from the Canadian 
order enoloBing a copy of its newly-regis- 
tered rules, and the directors find that the 
words " Manchester Unity " aro eliminated 
from the same. 

Ab the A. M.C. held In Swansea, North 
WaleB, in June, 1895, it was distinctly stat- 
ed thab the CO O F. oould not use the title 
M. U, and that all the connection thoy have 
la tho quarterly password as isftued by the 
M.U., simply for the purpose of members 
coming to Canada from England boing able 
to pay thoir dues through a Canadian order 
lodge, where thero woro no lodgea of their 
own in existence. 

The CO O.F. have no intoreBt in the vast 
woalth of the M. U. of over forty million 
dollars ; nor have they any Bharo in the 
transaction of tho business of tho M. U , nor 
can the CO. O.F. membora join the I.O.O.F , 
M.U, by oloaranco oarda granted by tho 
Canadian order ; thus whatever wolcomo 
newB Mr. Tagg may havo received from hia 
auperiora in Toronto ho haa not roceivod 
any restoring the privileges I have men- 
tioned ; and any porBon who joins tho 
CO F. ua part of tho groat M.U. will be 
sorely disappointed, us many othors in B. C. 
havo been. 

Now a few words about tho misrepresent- 
ation that was apoken of and has been used 
by bho C. O. O F. as a reaBon why the M.U. 
should rccognizo tho CO O.F. British Col- 
umbia waa reported in 1894 returns to the 
Ontario government aa having nearly 1,100 
memberB In 1895 they are able to roport 
tho handsomo number of less than 280 after 
fivo yearB 1 exinterco, and a loss of about 14 
lodgoB, bho nan., n of which I can give.

A SIGNAL VICTORY. 

The return of the Conservative candidate, 
Mr. Powell, by a majority of eight hundred 
or more, is not by any meana in accordance 
with the boasting in which the Liberals 
have been latoly indulging. If they are 
to be boliovod there is hardly a constituency 
in t.hn Dominion which !t !» nafn for the 
Government to opon. 

Mr. Powell's viotory is the more remark- 
able as he was considerably behind Mr. 
Killam at the last Provincial eleotion. Tho 
Grit paporB did not forgot to remind their 
readers of this during tho campaign, with 
tho view, of course, of leading them to In- 
fer that Mr. Killam would on Saturday be 
again at the bead of the poll. 

Mr. Killam was, according to all accounts, 
the very besb candidate whioh the Opposi- 
tion could run iu the county. He is, as the 
last looal olection showed, popular, and 
being a very moderate man who is particu- 
larly careful not to mako enemies, it was 
believed by the Opposition partisans that 
all disgruntled Conservatives would voto for 
him, and many that were not disgruntled. 
But the result shows thab they were astray 
in their calculations. Eight hundred is a 
very protty majority indeed. 

It will bo Baid thab Mr. Powell's majority 
was not so large as that of Mr. Wood, 
That is quite true, and it ia also true that 
Mr. Powell ia nob Mr. Wood. Senator 
Wood is a resident of tho county, doing a 
largo business In it. Ho ia consequently well 
known and highly esteemed in ovory part of 
it. It can bo Been now that if Mr. Wood 
had been tho Governmonb candidate hia ma- 
jority would have been immonso. 

NEW REGULATIONS. 



The British Columbia Gazette of the 22nd 
contains a new set of Provincial Polfco 
Regulations drawn up on tho recommenda- 
tion of tho Attorney-Genoral, under tho pro- 
visions of the Provincial Police Act, 18D5 
Tho regulations appoar to bo judicious, and 
are calculated to make the Provincial Poiic6 
a moot offeotlvo force. A groat doal of 
powor ia very properly placed In the handa 
of tho Suporintendonb. Tho diacipline 
whioh he can maintain and enforce ia almost 
military In ita stringency. He is Invested 
with tho powor to fill all vacancioa in the 
foroo as at present conBtltutod from among 
duly qualified applicants, and to station 
tho conatablea whore requirod through- 
out tho Province, altering the sta- 
tions or romoving tho constables 
as tho changing circumstances may requiro. 
This Is aa it ought to bo. Tho Superin- 
tendent ia responsible for tho elEoienoy of 
the forco, and it ia only roaaonablo that ho 
ahould have tho appointment and the dis 
position of tho men composing It. ThiB, 
It is truo, places a good deal of power in tho 
hands of ono man, and it can be easily up. 
deratood that it may bo abused by an un 
principled or a weak officer. But groat 
care will, no doubt, bo taken to plaoo at tho 
hoad of tho forco a man of known strength 
of oharaoter, of superior intelligence and of 
trlod intogrity. Such a -nan as tho presont 
Superintendent should have all tho powora 
with which tho now Regulations invest him, 
for all who know him must bo porfootly 
woll convinced that ha will uso them for 
no othor purpose than to mako tho 
foroo what It ought to bo. Tho Suporin 
tondent haa alao the powor to suspend 
and avon to diamisa any member of the forco 
ogainBb whom a complaint is made or who 
has boon remiss in tho performance of his 
duty. Ho is required to roport tho removal 
or dismiaBal to the Attornoy-Goneral'8 de- 
partment In order that tho pleasure of the 
Lioutonanb-Governor-in-Council may be ox- 
proaiod. 

Tho rogulationa requiro certain qualifica- 
tions; of those who apply to bo placed on tho 
foroe. It la evidently intondod that tho 
Provincial Polloo shall bo a superior body of 



lb is beginning to bo seen thab the Irish 
members propoeo to givo tho Governmonb a 
lively time of it. They form a very large 
and a vory uctlve section of the Opposition 
Tho Liberal minority numberB 259, and 
thero are in lb S3 Home Rulo mombers 
The English, Scotch and Welsh Liberals aro 
disposed to keep quiet. Thoy are discour- 
aged, as is natural, and besidea, thoy can 
not nee what is to be gained by fighting 
Bub It is different with the Home Rulers 
They have been returned in full forco. 
They havo not lost a man in the eleotion 
that has been so disastrous to the Liberals 
of Groat Britain. Tho Government took 
good oare to inform tho ndvocateB of Homo 
Rule that thoy had nothing to expeob from 
them bub continuous and strenuous 
opposition. War to the knife be- 
ing thua declared the fiery Irishmon 
havo taken up the gago of battle, and have 
already commoncod hostilities. But if we 
are not miatakon, they will find thab tho 
policy of obstruction will not be so success- 
ful as it was in former years. In the Drab 
plaoo, thoy havo no longor Parnell as thoir 
leader. He waB tho ooolesb, tho most dotor- 
minod and tho mosb alert of parliamentary 
tactloiane. He had hia party woll in hand. 
His diaoiplino was strict, and ib waB rigidly 
enforced. No man could fight an untqual 
battle better than he. Ho has left no suc- 
cessor. There is no man in the Iriah party 
now whom all Its men reapoob and aro ready 
to oboy. Thab party has at present not oven 
a nominal leador, and tho member of it who 
possesses the qualities of leadership has not 
yot made hia appoaranoo. The Irish party 
in Parliament ia nob now a phalanx ready to 
oboy tho slighteBb gesture of Its loader. 
Ib la a mere mob, and everyone composing 
It oonsldera thab he has a perfeot righb to 
question the directions of thoao who have 
plaoed themselves at its head. There is 
plenty of fight in the orowd, but everyone, 
like Dr. Tanner tho othor day, seems dis- 
posed to fight for his own hand. Without 
a skilled leader and without perfeot cHb- 
olpllne and subordlnablon ib is tho merest 
folly to think of pursuing a policy of ob- 
struction. 

Tho House of Commons in these days has 
nob as oareful a regard for tho rights and 
privileges of minoribios as it bad in tho 
early days of the Parnell regime. The 
majority are nob nearly so patient or ao for- 
bearing aa they were In thoae days. They 
have very little ecruplo in calling for tho 
oloaure when they believe that a debate has 
lastod long enough or when they aro con- 
vinced that the minority has no othor 
objoot in prolonging diBoussion than mere ob- 
struction. When all things are oonsldored, 
ib Is, we think, safe to ooncludo thab a course 
of obstruction, if lb be attemptod, will 
prove a failure. Tho ohanoos aro that it 
will do harm and nob good to the cause of 
Home Rule. Ono would suppose that tho 
policy of tho Home Rulers would bo just 
now to keep the friends they have in the 
Houeo and in the country and to gain ub 
many now ones aB possible. To pursuo a 
policy of obstruction would very likely have 
tho effect of alienating many of thoso who 
aro friendly to Home Rule and of making 
foi it now enemies. Ib ia probable thab tho 
moderate memberB of tho party are of thia 
opinion, but ib ia pretty certain that those 
of them who are impetuous and hot-hoadod 
think very differently, and tho chancoa aro 
that the latter will havo their way. 

DR. VILLON. 

In the wonderful spoooh whioh Mr. Glad 
Btone delivered on tho Armenian question 
in tho Town Hall of Choater on the 6th of 
the present month ho attached groat weight 
to tho testimony of Dr. Dillon, and almoBt 
tho only quotations ho made were from that 
gentleman's article in tho Contemporary 
Roviow. As our roadorB may like to know 
who Dr. Dillon is and in what capaoity he 
wont to Armenia, we will roproduco what 
Mr. Gladstone said about him in that 
spoech, whioh is : 

I will rofor to tho last of these witnoasoe, 
one whom I must say I am disposed to nomo 
with honor — Dr. Dillon (cheers), whose 
name bas appoarod within tho last three or 
four days at tho foob of an article 
of unuBual length — Ah ! and good 
wore the roasons for ox tending it to an un- 
usual length — in tho Contemporary Revlow. 
(Choors ) Perhaps you will ask as I asked ; 
Who is Dr, Dillon? and 1 am able to do 
aoribo him to his honor. Dr. Dillon is t 
man who, as thoBpooial commissioner of the 
Dally Telegraph nowapapor, some monthB 
ago with oaro and labor, and with tho ha/, 
ard of hia life (hoar, honr)tvent into Turkey, 
laudably making uso of a disguise for the 
purposo, and wont into Armenia, ao that ho 
might mako himBolf thorough master of tho 
faote. (Cheere.) He published hia reaulta 
bofore any public authority had given utter 
anco to ita judgmont, and thoao results 
which ho, I rai her think, wub tho first 
give to tho world in a connected shape- 
any rate ho wub vory early in tho field — 
those results have boon completely confirmed 
and established by tho inquiries of tho 
dologates appointed by tha threo powora 
Eogland, France and RusBia. (Uhoors ) 
say ho has, ab the risk of hie life, acquired a 
bitlo to bo believed, and hore ho gives ub an 
account whioh boars upon ib all tbo marks 
of truth, hub which, ab tha same timo, thab 
wo must boliovo ib to bo truo you would say 
Ib hardly oredlblo. Unhappily some of those 
mabtors whioh aro nob credible do, In thia 
strange and wayward world of ours, burn 
out to bo true ; and hero ib ia hardly 
crodiblo thab bharo can dwoll In tho human 
form a spirit of suoh intonso and diabolioal 
wickedness as is unhappily displayed in 
some of tho narrativos Dr. Dillon has laid 
bofore the world. 

Tho London 'Times in an article on Mr. 
Gladstono and Armenia opoake of the Ches- 
tor Bpoeoh of tho Old Man Eloquent in vory 
high torma. Ib Baid : " Ib Is porhapa un 
wise to rely so muoh as Mr. Glad 



atone does on the testimony of 
Blngle witness, Dr. Dillon, who 
has written a magazine artiole describing 
his personal experieoooln Armenia since tho 
Sassoun outrages ; bub in the main, ib may 
be taken for granted that the atrooitloB 
have been established beyond a doubt." 
Mr. Gladstone's Bpeeah and Dr. Dillon's 
article havo moved the peoplo of Great 
Britain as they have been vory soldom 
moved by the utterances spokon or writton 
of the greatesb and ablest men. Ib may 
aafoly be taken for granted that thab Hpeeoh 
and that article will be productive of very 
important oonecquonces. 



AUCTION BAKES. 



A JUST ESTIMATE. 

Harold Frederio, the vory ub'o London 
correspondent of tho Now York TimcB, has 
taken the truo measure of Keir Hardie, late 
M P., who ia about to pay this oonbinenb a 
vlaib. In his lobbor of the 17th he aayB : 

Keir Hardio, who soils to-day for a lec- 
ture tour in America, deserves no attention 
from labor loadora or anybody oIbo, and will 
probably got what ho deaervos. John Barns 
really has something in him, bub Hardio ia a 
mere empty fraud, who won notice in the 
Commons only by wearing dirty old clothoB 
and a coster's cap, instead of a hat of Par- 
liamentary tradition. This would have 
been forgivon bb a part of hia gonoral Bchemo 
of securing an audienco if there had boon 
anything genuino bohind his affaotations, 
and people tolerantly waited to see if there 
was, but In vaiD. Ho is a blatherskite pure 
and simple. 

Ib is fortunato that Koir Hardio is oniy a 
" blatherskite," for If ho possessed Intellect- 
ual forco and moral strength, ho, with tho 
prlnoiplos ho profesaea, would do any 
amount of mischief. Ho ia a social fire- 
brand and ib ia fortunoto for the community 
in which ho lives and labors that ho Is, with 
all hiB brag and bounce, a mere weakling. 

THE REASON WHY. 

Acoordlng to the Brookvillo Times tho fol- 
lowing ie tho correat solution of an im- 
portant problem : " The reason why tho 
Globo has dropped its daily inquiry—' Hbb 
the National Policy made you rich ?' muBb 
be that the annual statement of tbo business 
dano in the Dominion post office savings 
bank has just bscn published. Thia state 
mont shows that the total amounb standing 
to the credit of depositors In 1873, the year 
when the Maokonzle Government aamo into 
power, was S3.207.051.57. In 1878, after 
five years of Liberal rule, tho total amount 
was 52,754,48-1 03, o decrease of $451,567 48. 
On June 30, 1895, after eixteon yoars of 
Conservative Government, with tho National 
Polloy in foroe, tho sum to the oredib of 
depositors was §28.805,542.47— an Increase 
of §25,000,000. After aBking its question 
every day for monthB, the Globo oould not 
very well keep ib up in tho faco of suoh a 
crushing answer as this. " 

IN TROUBLE. 

Tho Eirl of Derby, who Is known in Can- 
ada as ono of tho mosb unpretentious and 
mosb urbane of Governors-General, has got 
into hot water at homo, as is shown by the 
following paragraph from the London letter 
of the New York Times : 

Tho late Canadian Viceroy, Earl Dorby, 
has engaged in a combat with the inhabit- 
ants of one of his . JElin tahiro manors, which 
to-night, it is ropoffed, haa developed into a 
small oivil war. Thoy have enjoyed a ahorb 
out footpath ovor tho hill on his castlo do- 
main for threo generations ; he has now in- 
closed it with a high fence and ordered that 
admission to tho hill and caBtle ruins thai] 
bo only by tickot. MobB of indignant vil- 
lagers tear down tho fence as fast us it ia 
built and burn tho notice bourda, and a 
Welsh member who passed through tho (lis 
trict to day tolls mo the expectation is that 
a foroo of Chester polico will bo brought out 
to coerce tho orowd, whiah la quite resolved 
to reBisf.

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Doings of the Animal Convention at 
Nauaimo— A. Satisfactory 
Year's Work 

Snjierintendeuts of the Various De 
partments -The Outlook a Most 
Encouraging One 

The twelfth annual convention of Iho Brit, 
lab. Columbia W.C.T.U. waa both in interest 
and numbers the beat that haa been held in 
the history of tho organization in thia pro- 
vince Fifty-five delegatea wore present 
representing the unions. The convention 
was oalied to order on Saturday morning, 
14th luBt, by tho presidont, Mrs. Spcfford 
of Viotoria, and the threo daya' programme, 
which was an unexceptionably full one, 
strictly adherod to and oarriod out in every 
detail. On Saturday afternoon Mrs. Scaife 
of Viotoria gave an address on •' Higher 
Womanhood," which was muoh appreciated 
and listened to with marked attention. 

On Sunduy the hospital, Sabbath schools, 
Indian and Uhlneao missions, and Y.M.C.A- 
wore visited and addressed by members cf 
the convention appointed for the purpose. 
The report of priaon work, a paper by Miss 
Barnes of Comox, and a report of Refuge 
Home work, and a momorial ser- 
vice occupied the morning. Tho re- 
port! on work dono in tho Refugo Home 
was especially enoouraging. Tho thanks of 
tho convention were tendered to theOoi.ONisT 
and Times of Victoria both for supplying 
papers froo aa well as advertising meetings, 
etc. Thanks wore also tendered to the 
physicians for medical attendance, they 
having invariably at onded tho inmates 
free. The memorial service already men- 
tioned waa in memory of the late Mra. Wil 
liams, Dominion preBident, and Mrs. G. W. 
Taylor, tf the Nanaimo union. 

In tho afternoon reports were presented 
from tho suporintondonts of scientific tem- 
perance instruction in schools, and tho de- 
partment of narcotics. The former showod 
that while much work had boon accomplish- 
ed during tho past year very much remain- 
ed to be done. Tho Union at Comox has 
been successful in securing its introduction 
into tho aohool8 of that district and Van- 
couver alBo after muoh hard fighting. Now 
Westminster for over a year has had tho 
subject taught in the schools of tho city. 
The department of narcotics was felt to be 
in need of aotive work, Booing how widely 
spread the tobacco habit haa become amongst 
very young boys. TheBe reports were fol- 
lowed by a parliamentary drill conduotod 
by Mrs. Jenkins of Victoria, which proved 
to be both Instructive and amusing. Tho 
eleotion of officers followed — thoso of the 
previous year being re-elected. Tho plan 
of work as submitted by Mrs. Gordon 
Grant, of Viotoria, was adopted with 
amendments. 

In the ovening a large gathering in the 
Wallace street Methodiat ohurch lis 
tened to a Btirring prohibition ad 
dress given by Rev. Mr- Trotter. 
By retjueat that gentleman sang "Canada 
Shall Vet Bo Free," the audience becoming 
so enthused by the song that finally all 
joined in tho ohorud. 

On Tuesday morning the opening services 
were oonduoted by Mrs. S. H. Brown, of 
Vanoouver. In the flower miaaion depart 
ment, superintended by Miaa Latham, of 
New Westminster, groat aotivity had been 
displayed during the year. Tho committee 
on resolutions reported on Sabbath observ 
ance, police matrons, curfew by-law, social 
purity, the franohiso and the refuge home 
building fund. In order to save tlmo at 
future conventions it was resolved that 
hereafter no reports from any department of 
work will be received except through the 
provinoial superintendent, Tho morning 
meeting was closed by Mrs. McNaughton of 
Viotoria, with a very helpful and enoourag 
log Bible roading. Mies Bowos opened the 
afternoon meeting, after which the report 
of fair work woa read. The question box 
wbb opened and the questions answered by 
tho presidont. Owing to the indlnposltion 
of the recording secretary, Miaa McDougall 
of New Westminster, Mra. McGregor of 
Vancouvor waa allowed to subatitute her 
paper on "The Sanitation of Homea " to be 
read ab tho evening meeting. Tho appoint 
ment of superintendents and standing com 
mitteoa was confirmed by tho convention, 
unfinished business dealt with and now 
takon up. Mrs. J. Cunningham Invited tho 
convention to meet at Vancouvor next year 
On motion the invitation was accepted 
unanimously. The evening mooting waa 
addressed by Rev. Mr. Taylor, of Nanaimo, 
after which the provinoial banner for tho 
largest increase in membership for tho year 
waa awarded to the Nanaimo Union. Rev 
Mr. Maltland gave an uddrea* on "Woman's 
Work." Thia brought tho convention of 
1895 to o close, a convention which will long 
bo romnmbered by every onoproscntas mca 
successful and harmonious — the buooobb and 
harmony being largely duo to the president, 
Mrs. Spofibrd'a great tact and executivo 
ability. 

Wednesday's demonstration, in which 
all tho tomperanco organizatione, together 
with the W.C.T.U. delogatc-s, took part, 
was an innovation in the temperance move 
monc in this provineo. At 9:.'!0 a procaBsion 
was formed at St. Alban'a ohuroh and head 
ed by the Nanaimo ailvor oornot band par 
aded through tho city to tho Calodonian 
grounds. ICn route they woro ro-inforcod by 
tho Wellington band. On arriving at the 
grounds luncheon was Borvod, provided by 
the ladies of Nanaimo. Sports were com 
mencod for which prizes were given amount 
ing in valuo to $300, and at :i:,10 a masi 
meeting wai hold, at which tho speakers 
wero Rov.R. R. Maltland, of Nanaimo ; Mra 
Cunningham, of Now Westminster ; and 
Mrs. Jnnkina, of Victoria. Mra. Jamieson, 
of Nanaimo, the able presidont of that 
union, gavo a sole; To this lady's energy 
and ability is duo tho rcmarkablo succeaa 
whloh haa attended tho W.C.T.U. of Nan- 
almo.

Forty-five years ago a modest lady 
eilitod a temperance paper at Seneca 
Falls, N. Y. It was called Tho Lily, 
emblematical of both tho canst) and the 
woman who advocated it, for the editor 
of this littlo paper had a soul as deli- 
cate, as white and beautiful as a lily.

At last this perpetual martyrdom was 
too much even for them, and they gave 
it up in despair. The brutal roughs and 
toughs of tho masculine sex downed 
them.

Observes Thorn In "La Belle France." 
Some Handsome Costumes— The Individ- 
nallty of Stylo— Charming; Simplicity.

When I r.iij with Americans, I think 
them the best dressed women in tho 
world, but when I am in France I am 
forced to admit that the Frenchwomen 
dross better than wo do. There are ex- 
ceptions on both sides, it is true, but 
no one can gainsay the fact that the 
Frenchwoman has a peculiar stylo and 
understands herself bettor than our wo- 
men do. No French lady will wear a 
garment that her own sense of fitness 
does not approve, whether it is fashion-

able or not. Wo aro moro apt to regard 
the fashion itself than its becomingness. 
The Frenchwoman adopts a color as she 
does n perfume, and while she follows 
tho changing fashions as often as is nec- 
essary she manages to maintain a cer 
tain amount of marked individuality, 
and besides this sho wears her garments 
with a daintiness that we, as a nation, 
have never been able to achieve. It is a 
something almost too intangible to de- 
scribe, bnt that crisp newness and spot- 
Jess neatness and the delicato daintiness 
of it all are fascinating. 

Wo have line dresses, ladies of the 
neatest natures, girls whoso delicate 
taste studies out marvels, and whoso 
menus allow them to purchase tho rich- 
est and most expensive of garments, but 
wherein lies tho fault I cannot say, yet 
tho effect is never the same. Tho French- 
woman bears off tho palm for good 
dressing every time. Certainly I do not 
speak of the very poor and tho country 
peoplo, bnt I think that oven the}' far 
surpass our farmers' wives and poor wo- 
men in the neatness and spotless fresh- 
ness of attire. There is a spice of coquet- 
ry in a Frenchwoman's attire no mat- 
ter how poor, and — well, one might go 
ou indefinitely drawing comparisons, 
and in the end we would ho no wiser. I 
may, however, say that tho truo Pari- 
sienno is sparing of ornament as a gen- 
oral tiling. Her English and German 
sisters will load their garments with 
all manner df things, and yet they have 
not half tho elegance of a Parisian 
gown. The modistes in Paris do not of- 
for their own women tho gowns and 
garments they send to America. It is a 
sad fact that they rather look upon us as 
but a few moves from barbarism and 
think us best pleased with a savage pro- 
fusion of ornament. That this is truo 
all persons who have lived long in 
France know well to their mortification. 

Tho Dnchesso d'Uzes adopted a hat 
form for herself, and through many 
years that form has varied but a trifle. 
It is in shape somewhat like a low der- 
by, with a deep dip and wider brim. 
This has rich large plumes laid around 
tho crown, sometimes drooping in tho 
back. In summer the hat is of straw or 
laco, and in winter of velvet or folt. 
This is tho shape of all her hats, and 
she rarely wears a bonnet. While in 
mourning for her son tho shape remain- 
ed the same, with orapo folds in placo 
of plumes.

Tho silks aro thin 
and light without being at all "sleazy." 
They are glossy and fluo, and show great 
tasto and rofinomont of color and design. 
I fapent a week at Biarritz, where 




thero was a perfect galaxy of social stars 
of tho Vicnx France, and such lovoly 
costumes they woro ! Tea parties in gar- 
dons and on verandas, where every guest 
was of the old noblesse ; lawn parties, 
rides and promenades gave opportunities 
for display.

How to Care, For 81111 Underwear.

Of course 
thoro is plenty of noise and tho blast of 
tho never failing horn. — Now York Mail 
and Express.
